The Ennis Case 


In Dail: Fireann yesterday, the 
Taoiseach explained at some length the 
circumstances in connection with what has 
come to be known popularly as the ' Ennis 
case.” The broad facts are fairly well 
known. Two directors 6f Messrs, Jordan 
and Co., a firm that manufactures braid 
in Ennis, were charged recently at the 
Central Criminal Court on twenty-four 
counts relating to conspiracy, fraud, and 
forgery. One of the principal witnesses 
against them was the secretary of the 
company, which was working in Ireland 
under a protective tariff, and, in practice, 
although not in theory, enjoyed a 
monopoly. During the hearing of the case 
it was announced in court that twenty- 
three out of the twenty-four charges 
against the defendants had been with- 
drawn; a plea of ‘‘ Guilty’’ was entered 
on one of the charges, which related to 
forgery, and the defendants were punished 
by a fine. Shortly afterwards it was 
learned that the Board of the company had 
refused to accept the resignation of one 
of the defendants, who was managing 
director, but that the secretary had been 
dismissed. Last week the matter was 
raised in the Senate, where the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce announced 
that the protective tariff enjoyed by the 
Ennis Braid Mills Company had been 
suspended, and that further measures 
might be taken against it if its attitude 
should remain unchanged. Mr. Lemass 
also stated that “the public com- 
mended the action of the secretary 
in drawing the attention of the Depart- 
ment of Supplies to certain irregularities 
in the affairs of the company.’’ Such, 
in outline, are the facts to which Mr. 
de Valera’s attention was drawn in the 
Dail yesterday. In regard te the with- 
drawal of twenty-three of the twenty-four 
charges against the two directors of the 
Ennis company, the Taoiseach said that 
at the end of the second day of the trial 
the learned judge had intimated to counsel 
on both sides views that he had reached, 
and that these views had been communi- 
cated to the Attorney-General.

In these 
circumstances, the Attorney-General had 
agreed to have the case dealt with on the 
acceptance of a plea of ‘ Guilty’ to one 
of the twenty-four charges. In the course 
of further questions, in which neference 
was made to the ‘‘ grave public concern ”’ 
that had been caused by the matter, Mr. 
de Valera, as we think, very properly, 
said that the Dail was not trying the case, 
members were not fully 
informed of the facts.

This is the barert 
outline of Dr. Russell's findings, but it 
ought to be enough to make decent people 
shudder, especially when they recall that 
he describes merely the outstanding cases 
in a small district of 104 acres. Similar 
cases could be produced from virtually 
every quarter of the municipal area ; there 
are dozens, if not hundreds, of houses 
that could show living conditions com- 
paring with the Gloucester Diamond at 
its worst. We do not know who the land- 
lords of these properties are; we know 
merely that, whoever they may be, they 
deserve no consideration, and the sooner 
they and their like are brought to a 
proper sense of their humane and 
Christian duty, the better it will be. That, 
however, will not be enough. If the people 
of Dublin genuinely possessed a civic 
consciousness—a term which embraces 
many of the elementary virtues—every 
such revelation as Dr. Russell’s would 
encourage their resolve to eliminate the 
slums without delay. 

It must be admitted that the difficulties 
are great: there is an undeniable shortage 
of labour and material which would not 
have existed if the work had been under- 
taken in time—that is to say, at any time 
between the last war and the present one—- 
but we decline to regard the task as 
insuperable. The Corporation’s programme 
of slum-clearance has not slowed to a stop; 
apparently, it is in a position to contem- 
plate the erection of some four hundred 
flats on the Gloucester Diamond site. We 
do not think much of flats, which are 
grossly expensive and tend to perpetuate 
all the worst evils of the tenement system ; 
yet the fact that their erection can be 
contemplated indicates that a certain 
supply of materials must be available even 
yet. We are by no means satisfied that 
the scarcity of structural steel—which is 
the conventional reply to every demand 
for an intensified slum ,campaign—is so 
formidable an obstacle as it is made out 
to be. It may not be possible to build 
many flats without large supplies of 
steel; but a corresponding number of 
cottages can be erected with a conspicuously 
smaller quantity Has every investigation 
been made into the possibility of a con- 
tinuance of the slum-clearance programme 
on its pre-war scale, or an approximate 
scale? So long as such conditions exist 
as were described by the M.O.H. yesterday, 
our city ought to be ashamed to admit 
defeat. Defence may be the first, but it is 
not the only, consideration of this country 
and city. National survival is not worth 
much unless it is accompanied by decent 
standards of life. In one of those lines 
that ring through literature a Roman poet 
condemned the attitude of mind which is 
content to struggle for existence and in 
the struggle to forget about the things 
that make life worth living. Such an 
attitude must not prevail in Dublin to- 
day. The good works of peace can be 
maintained even while we live on the edge 
of war.

Lights Out! 


Last Monday night the Early Closing 
Order for Shops first came into force, and 
after eight o'clock most of the streets 
assumed a dark and deserted appearance. 
The fact that one cannot buy cigarettes 
and sweets after a certain hour in the’ 
evening can be overcome by forming the 
habit of doing all one’s shopping during 
the day, but the other aspect of the 
matter, the dark and deserted appearance 
of the streets, cannot be passed over so 
easily. Already, as a result of the severely 
restricted street lighting, the streets are 
none too bright, and, now that the shops’ 
lights are extinguished as early as eight 
o'clock, in many places they have become 
unpleasantly similar to the complete 
‘black-out.’’ For that reason, driving in 
the dark, during what are known in Great 
Britain as the ‘‘black-out hours,” has 
become a perilous occupation, and, unless 
the drivers are very careful, it may result 
in an increase in the number of road 
accidents. For that reason, the Safety 
First Association of Ireland has issued a 
series of recommendations, which, if 
followed carefully, should do much to pre- 
vent such an increase. Their recommenda- 
tions include the suggestions: that 
pedestrian crossings should be marked in 
such a way as to make them identifiable 
cyclists, and. 
pedestrians alike; that pavements and 
road obstructions should be painted white ; 
that footpaths near main roads and busy 
thoroughfares should be conditioned and 
kept clear of deposits of loose gravel ; that 


clearly marked with white wherever there 
is a lot of pedestrian traffic, or wherever 
the lighting is particularly bad; that 
motorists should not be permitted to leave 
their vehicles in positions which might 
cause danger or inconvenience to any other 
members of the community ; and last, but 
by no means léast, that young children 
should not be permitted to go out on the 
streets at night unless accompanied by

Hundreds of millions of pounds’ 
worth of damage was caused last winter 
in the raids owing to lack of water, and 
for months now the firemen have been 
working to ensure that they will not be 
unprepared again.

Potatoes 


As an insurance against national starva- 
tion, the Ministry of Food is subsidising 
potato-growing in the United Kingdom to 
the extent of eleven millions a year in case 
an emergency may one day arise neces- 
sitating the use of potato flour for bread- | 
making. Seven and a quarter million tons 
of potatoes were grown by 340, wers 
—90,000 of them in Northern Ireland— 
this season, and Lord Woolton’s subsidy 
aims at the stabilisation of main-crop 
potato prices to consumers at approxi- 
mately one penny per lb. to the end of the 
season. 


Typewriters 


The report that the Central Price Regula- 
tion Committee here has recommended that 
the price of typewriters should be controlled 
has been widely welcomed by business 
firms, many of whom have been unable to 
afford the excessive sums now being 


valued. Owing to the 
strict limitation of materials and the com. 
plete stoppage of imports from the U.S.A. 
—by far the’ greatest source of supply— 
and the fact-that since the outbreak of the 
war there has been an unprecedented 
demand for machines by the Services 
Government departments, local Councils. 
and Civil Defence, it is impossible to buy 
a typewriter to-day except on the “ black 
market.” Several thousands were destroyed 
in the air raids of last winter. : 


Tear-gas Tests 


Tear-gas tests have been held recently in 
many cities in England, and statistics 
made available to-day show that only 
slightly more than half the people ara 
carrying their gas-masks even when the 
date of tests is announced in advance, 
When the gas is about to be released. the 
people approsching the area are warned hy 
the Wardens’ gas rattles. Some peop!s 
deliberately walk past the white clouds 
without masks and have to be helped 
away. Others take refuge in shops which 
would certainly not be open in an actual 
attack. In tram-cars passing through gas 
areas passengers who do not put on their 
masks are much affected.

ENERAL R. MULCAHY, propos-

should be revoked,’’ said that the Order 


dealt with the payment of compensa- 
tion to people injured, or the relatives 
and dependants of those killed in 
bombing incidents. Recently the High 
Court had awarded £1,700 to the widow 
and children of a man killed by a 
motor, and he was sure that if an 
army ‘plane had been involved the. 
damages would have been the same. 
The Minister for Finance, however, 
acting for the people of the country 
and expressing their will, had fixed 
most rigidly a maximum compensation 
of £600 for the widow and dependants 
of a man killed by a belligerent ’plane. 
If a British ‘plane struck and perma- 
nently inju an Irish citizen when 
making a forced landing, under the 
Order his dependants would get 30s. a 
week compensation. If, on the other 


hand, an Irish ‘plane came down in 


Britain and fatally injured a citizen of 
that country, the British Government 
would pay his dependants 68s. 9d. 
weekly compensation, and, said General 
Mulcahy, “ I have no doubt that they 
would send us the bill.” 

Mr. 8. T. O’KELLY, in reply, said 
that he did not think that it was right 
to compare a case where a jury had the 
opportunity of weighing and assessing 
all the aspects of the case with the 
Order under discussion, which governed 
an entirely different set of circum- 
stances. 

“Our bill for war damages is already 
pretty heavy,” said Mr. O'Kelly, “ and 
we have to go on the assumption that 
we will have to bear the cost of com- 
pensation for all these damages 
ourselves,” In the case of injuries 
caused by the action of belligerents, 
where these were recognised by 
a belligerent nation, and compensation 
paid by them if their payments exceed 
the compensation paid by the Govern- 
ment, the difference. in excess would 
be made good to the injured or their 
dependants.

LAW OF TORTS 


Resuming the discussion on_ the 
second stage of the Law of Torts 
(Miscellaneous Reforms) Bill, 1941, Mr. 
J. A. Costello (F.G., Dublin County) 
said he was more concerned with get- 
ting a Law Reform Committee than 
with getting the Bill through the 
House. He urged a Law Reform Com- 
mittee of professional men or judges, 
or both. The Bankruptcy Law was 
entirely out of date, and the Criminal 
Law required drastic reorganisation and 
reform. 

Mr. G. BOLAND, Minister for Jus- 
tice, said that he was in favour of the 
Bill, but the Department had not found 
time to devote themselves to legal re- 
forms. Deputy Costello had done a 
good service, and, perhaps, if the Bill 
were withdrawn machinery could be 
set up to deal with his suggestions. 

On the motion of Mr. COSTELLO, 
the House agreed to refer the Bill to 
a Special Committee of nine members 
of the House, to meet on December 10. 


FOOD SUPPLIES 


as to a motion asking the 
Dáil to express the opinion that the 
Government had failed. to make 
adequate provision of food supplies, 
and requesting action to ensure an 
adequate stock of food, Mr. P. COGAN 
(Farmer, Wicklow) said that the 
Minister for Agriculture had been 
hampered to a certain extent in getting 
whole-hearted co-operation by certain 
libellous accusations against him cireu- 
lated in rural Ireland.

COST OF TURF 

Details of the cost of turf to Fuel 
Importers, Ltd., were given by Mr. 
S. LEMASS (Minister for Industry 
and Commerce). 

He said that turf delivered to non- 
turf area centres by the company coast, 
on an average, 51s. 6d. to the com- 
pany, ‘‘that, without having any re- 
gard to the company’s overhead costs 
and administrative expenses, the com- 
pany wil] suffer a loss of one shilling 
per ton on this price.’’ This estimate 
did not make provision for overhead 
costs, company administration charges, 
or loss due to pilferage or shrinkage 
of the turf. The cost to the company 
through shrinkage was estimated at a 
minimum of 20 per cent., or approxi 
mately 12s. 6d. per ton. The average

MONEY VALUE OF TURF 


Stating that startling figures as to 
the money value of turf were revealed 
by the evidence, Judge G. A. Moonan, 
at Sligo Circuit Court, awarded a 
decree for £13 to Matthew McBrien, 
Ballinacarrow, Ballymote, who sued 
Daniel Goulden, of the same place, for 
the sum of £50 damages for the cutting 
of turf and ES ve on a bog the pro- 
perty of the plaintiff. 

His lordship said that tlie cost of a 
turf bank to produce a “ hundred ’’ of 
turf was estimated by the plaintiff at 
£3, and the defendant af £2. The 
cost of labour in the cutting, saving 
and putting on the bank was stated to 
be £4 per “hundred,” yet it was not 
disputed that no less than £22 10s. was 
a reasonable marketable value for that 
amount of turf on the bank. Some 
inquiry was needed as to the 
tremendous difference befween £6 or £7, 
being the combined cost of the raw 
material and the labour, and the selling 
price of £22 10s.

FIRM’'S PROFIT

racketeering at the public’s expense.” 

A licence granted originally to 
Messrs. L. pe and Co., Ltd., Mr.

UNFIT TENEMENTS IN 
DUBLIN 


DR. RUSSELL’S DISCLOSURES 


Dr. M. J. Russell, M.O.H. for Dublin 
City, gave evidence at the resumed 
inquiry by Mr. Eamon O’Maille, B.E., 
Assistant Chief Engineering Inspector, 
Local Government Department, in con- 
nection with the proposal of the Dublin 
Corporation to take possession of a 
10}-acre area in ihe North side of the 
city, known as “The Gloucester 
Diamond Area.” Dr. Russell described 
how twenty-eight people occupied nine 
rooms in a four-storey house in Lower 
Gardiner street, in which the roof 
sagged, the drain pipes were broken, 
the floor of the back hall was broken 
and patched, and the back door was 
falling off its hinges. Sanitary accom- 
modation, situated in the back yard, 
consisted of two w.c.’s the walls of 
which were broken, the roofs were of 
retted corrugated iron, and there were 
no bolts on the doors. The only water 
supply was a tap in the yard, and the 
walls of the nouse, having subsided, 
had been shored. There were holes in 
the landing floor and the stairs, the 
bannister of which was broken and 
loose. A top back room of another 
house in Lower Gardiner street was 
occupied by a father and mother of 
four adult children. There was no fire- 
place or flue. 

In another house, with four storeys 
over the basement, forty-four . people 
occupied eleven rooms The front wall 
was held by two tie bars, the back was 
cracked and bulged, and the front door 
wae without a bolt. Inspection of 
another dwelling revealed a father and 
mother and six children of ages be- 
tween 11 and 2 ‘n the front parlour, 
the floor of the apartment being holed, 
decayed, and bug-infested. 

Further evidence about estates in the 
area was given by Mr. D. P. Hoey, 
of Messrs. Thos. Dockrell, Sons and 
Co., Ltd; and Mr. Harry Lisney, 
F.8.I., chartered surveyor and valuer.

All this risk and cost 
can be eliminated if this wheat is grown 
where it ought to be grown to the fullest 
extent required—on our own farms, 
In the present year we had nearly 
500,000 acres under wheat. We need 
650,000 acres. Roughly, that is, where 
the farmer grew three acres Jast year, 
he must now grow four the comin 
year. An increased guaranteed fixed 
price of 45s. a barrel has just been 
announced, 


CEREAL CROPS 


It is necessary that the acreage under 
the other cereals also must be enlarged. 
We must make provision for the manu- 
facture of oatmeal and for the needs of 
the brewing and distilling industries, 
as well as , the maintenance of our 
cattle, pigs and poultry. If there ‘is 
any shortage of food, our cattle and 
our stocks of pigs, poultry, etc., must 
be destroyed or otherwise reduced. We 
require about 1,350,000 acres of oats 
and barley, that is an increase of 
some 450,000 acres on the amount sown 
in the past year. This would bring 
the total area under cereal crops up to 
2,000,000 acres, an increase, that is, of 
600,000 acres on last year. In asking 
for this amount, we are not looking 
for more than was, in fact, grown 
normally in former times, We are 
looking, therefore, for something which 
we know to be quite practicable. 

Second only to wheat as a reserve 
for human food comes the potato. As 
an article of diet the potato has been 
ee scientificially to be of the 

ighest value. Should any misfortune, 
such as a bad grain harvest, overtake 
us, the potato would be a safeguard 
of inestimable value. It is also, of 
course, an excellent food for livestock. 
We must sow half a million acres, that 
is 50,000 acres more than in the past 
year. 

There remain two other staple crops 
—beet and roots. In both of these the 
farmers did well this year. If the 
present acreage is maintained the posi- 
tion will be reasonably safe, but there 
must be no decline, and if an increase 
is at all possible the farmer should 
not hesitate to make it. 

The farmers realise that they have 
the special responsibility of ensuring 
the food of the people. I am confident 
that they will rise to the need and live 
up fully to their responsibility,

IRISH COOKED MEAT 
EXPORT POSITION 


The production in this country of 
cooked meat for export is being 
examined by the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Following the condemnation of 
quantities of cooked meat in London a 
month ago, the British Ministry of 
Food prohibited imports of pressed beef 
from Eire as from November Ist. 

The Minister for Agriculture told the 
Dail yesterday that no indication was 
possible as to when, if at all, exports 
could be resumed. Some months ago 
steps, he said, had been taken to 
regulate the manufacture of cooked 
meats, and manufacturers were licensed. 
Owing to the perishable nature of the 
commodity and unavoidable delays in 
transport and distribution, there was 
difficulty in ensuring that it would 
reach the consumers in good condition.
